A glance at the CBC's operating 
budget for 1967-68—up nearly $30 million 
in a year to roughly $144 million—should 
cause any taxpayer to twitch. There is 
not much in the committee's observa- 
tions to calm our national nerves. 

The reconstituted Board of Broadcast 
Governors, on the basis of clear 
directives from Parliament, is to act in 
future (in the committee’s words) as 
“auditor-general” of broadcasting.

The BBG 
is to assess the performance of the CBC, 
taking into account its financial re- 
sources, and report, to Parliament 
annually.

The CBC's runaway expenditures have 
been a subject of concern for years and 
some of its practices (such as payment 
for work not done) have drawn. acid 
comments from-the auditor-general, It is 
puzzling that in the face of the largest 
annual increase yet projected, the 
committee, with no word of explanation 


beyond the generality above quoted, 
should advocate a further loosening of 
parliamentary control of expenditures. 
There is no ground whatever, on the 
basis of past experience, for believing 
that the CBC will live within a five-year 
budget. Almost certainly it will be back 
within that period to be bailed out by 
Parliament. 

‘To a limited extent the. CBC has, of 
course, relied on advertising revenues. It 
is interesting that, 
everything else, its revenues from this 
source have gone up very, Very. slowly 
(by about half a million annually in the 
past two expansive years).

Bubonic 
Plague 
Threat?

WASHINGTON — A Har- 
vard University professor has 
warned that South Vietnam 
stands on the brink of a 


-bubonic plague epidemic that 


could” spread through all of 
Southeast Asia. 

Citing World Health Organi- 
zation figures, Prof.. Jean 
Mayer blamed the war in 
Vietnam for the sharp in 
crease in the dreaded plague, © 
which killed millions of Euro- 
peans during the Middle Ages. 

W.H.O. figures show that 
cases of the plague in South 
Vietnam have increased 344 
times since 1961, when eight 
cases” were reported. Last 
year, 2,753 cases were fe- 
ported and by, Mareh 9 of this 
year, 905 cases were reported. 

Mayer, a French-born pro- 
fessor of nutrition at are: 
said he doubted that the 
plague would spread to the 
United States army. Health 
officials here said that only

The heavy increse in bi- 
bonie plague cases is also due 
to the large number of rats:

refugee camps, he said. Fleas 
infect the rats who spread it 
fo humans.

One asked for leave to appeal from the district court 
decision which denied him a temporary injunction to prevent 
his induction. The other asked the appeals court to grant a 
tempordry restraining order to prevent the induction. 

- The court here has not acted on the case and court officials 
said Friday's action was a ‘routine matter. The appeals court 


has not set date for the hearing es 
The motion said the contentions raised by Clay ‘‘should be ~ 


raised after, rather than before, his induction.” 

Clay is scheduled for induction April 11, 

The government’s move may have been responsible for 
postponment of planning Clay’s next fight.
